WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
federal judge today severed the 
conspiracy trial of John D. Eh­ 
rlichman from that of three 
other defendants in the Ells- 
berg break-in case. 
US. District Judge Gerhard 
A. Gesell said President Nix­ 
on’s refusal to allow Ehrlich­ 
man and his lawyers access to 
the files he needs for his de­ 
fense "makes it impossible for 
the court to do its duty" to con­ 
duct a fair trial. 
James D. St. Clair. President 
Nixon's chief Watergate law­ 
yer, told Gesell on Monday that 
the President still reserved the 


final say over what materials 
from Ehrlichman’s own files 
the former domestic aide could 
use. 
"The proposal is unaccep­ 
table," Gesell said, “It denies 
him the right of counsel." 
Gesell has said that he. not 
Nixon, would be the final judge 
of what 
material 
could 
be 
adm itted 
as 
evidence 
at 
Ehrlichman’s trial 
Gesell had threatened to dis­ 
miss the case against Ehrlich­ 
man entirely unless Nixon 
agreed to release the material 
sought by Ehrlichman for his 
defense.

SALZBURG. Austria (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said today he would 
resign unless the controversy 
over his role in national secur­ 
ity wire tapping was cleared 
up. 
His voice breaking with emo­ 
tion, Kissinger said the con­ 
troversy is hurting America's 
foreign policy. 
“I do not believe it is possible 
to conduct the foreign policy of 
the United States under these 
circumstances," he told a news 
conference. "If it is not cleared 
up I will resign.” 
Kissinger, his eyes glistening 
with tears, claimed that leaks 
to the news media defamed his 
honor and reputation. 
"It is not possible to conduct 
national policy under this sort 
of attack," he said in delivering 
his threat to quit. 
The Nobel Prize-winning dip­ 
lomat, again denying he or­ 
dered wiretaps on his subordi­ 
nates, called upon the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
to reopen its hearings to in­ 
vestigate the controversy. 
Kissinger is here en route 
with President Nixon to the 
Middle East. It was there ear­ 
lier this month that Kissinger, 
working as a mediator, helped 
bring about the Israeli-Syrian 
military disengagement pact 
that has cleared the way for a 
full-scale Mideast peace con­ 
ference in Geneva. 
At his news conference. Kis­ 
singer was referring to allega­ 
tions stemming from reports 
that he had ordered w iretaps on 
adm in istration officials who 
had access to national security 
documents that were leaked to 
the press 
In his’confirmation hearings 


before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Sept. 15- 
17, Kissinger denied ordering 
the taps. 
He said then he had provided 
the names of officials who had 
access to the documents, but 
had not suggested the taps nor 
did he ever order them used. 
He also said he had received 
only infrequent reports of the 
taps and then only for 
10 
months. This all took place 
when he was President Nixon’s 
national security advise^ 
Tapes of conversations be­ 
tween Nixon and other officials 
recently heard in the House 
Judiciary 
C om m ittee 
su p ­ 
posedly quoted the President as 
saying Kissinger had initiated 
some wiretaps. 
Kissinger told a news confer­ 
ence last week the President 
must have been under some 
"misapprehension” or the tape 
was unclear. 
However, at that news con­ 
ference he changed his version 
slightly by saying he had never 
"directly" ordered any wire­ 
taps.

higher than the average daily 
supply in May 
On the basis ot average daily 
supply, Hawaii, Indiana. Mas­ 
sachusetts, New Jersey, New 
York and Ohio are to have less 
gasoline in June than they had 
in May, 
Arkansas. Louisiana and 
Pennsylvania this month will 
have daily gasoline supplies 
about equal to May's, while all 
other slates were assigned in 
creased per-day supplies 
Alaska.

Drought and disease have re­ 
duced the nation’s expected 
harvest of winter wheat, a crop 
which normally provides three- 
fourths of the nation’s con­ 
sumer bread grain 
The Agriculture Department 
said Monday that winter wheat 
prospects declined 5 per cent 
last month. As of June 1, pro­ 
duction for 1974 was estimated 
at 1.53 billion bushels, the Crop 
Reporting Board said. 
Although it would still be a 
record crop, the new estimate 
was down 81 million bushels 
from the government’s forecast 
one month earlier. It means 
less wheat will be on tap for US. 
consum ers 
and 
foreign 
custojners than thought pre­ 
viously. 
Officials said most of the de­ 
cline during the month oc­ 
curred in the southern Great 
Plains. 
Kansas, 
which 
nor­ 
mally 
produces 
the 
largest 
harvest, was estimated at 384.2 
million bushels. That was down 
22.6 million bushels, or 6 per 
cent from the May estimate. 
The board said “lack of mois­ 
ture and disease’’ contributed 
to the decline of the crop in 
Kansas and elsewhere. 
Despite the drought since 
May, the new winter wheat es­ 
timate still could be a record, 
up 21 per cent from 1973 output 
as farm ers—responding to 


higher 
prices 
stepped 
up 
planting sharply. The crop, 
however, is sorely needed to 
replenish dwindling US. stock­ 
piles, which are the smallest in 
27 years. 
But Kansas wheat authorities 
say the state crop estimate by 
the USDA is still too high and 
that it is more likely to total 
around 
300 
million 
bushels, 
some 84 million fewer than 
USDA predicted Monday. 
Colorado and Oklahoma also 
shared greatly in winter wheat 
declines last month. Altogether 
the three states accounted for 
about three-fourths of the 81 
m illion-bushel decline from 
May 1 to June 1. 
M eanwhile, 
according to 
USDA. the reserve of old-crop 
wheat on July 1 will dip to 170 
million bushels, the lowest level 
since 1947. Huge export de­ 
mands have accounted for the 
shrinkage. Out of a then-record 
crop last year of 1.7 billion 
bushels, the most recent USDA 
figures show some 1.2 billion 
were expected. 
Thus, observing the decline in 
US. wheat reserves, the shrin 
kage of 81 million bushels in 
winter wheat prospects from 
last month is significant. But 
perhaps more important will be 
the forecast in July <vhich will 
show how much USDA expects 
1974 production of spring-plant­ 
ed wheat to be. 


O fficials have projected, 
strictly on probability, that the 
spring wheat crop will yield 560 
million bushels. But Monday’s 
report indicated farmers on 
June 1 were far behind in spring 
planting, raising questions that 
spring wheat output will reach 
the projected mark. 
If it does, total wheat produc­ 
tion this year still could be 
more than 2 billion bushels and 
supply more than enough for 
domestic use and expected ex­ 
ports in the year beginning July 
1.

Airports Get $700,000 
For 
Safety, Security 
Saudi Arabia Plans to Take 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AIM - 
Airports serving Ohio’s big 
cities are receiving a total of 
$700.000 for safety and security 
improvements. 
The State Controlling Board 
authorized the expenditure 
Monday at the request of the 
Department of Transportation. 
Equal sums of $100.000 are ear­ 
marked for airports in Cleve­ 
land. C incinnati. Columbus. 
Dayton. Youngstown, Toledo, 
and Akron-Canton 
Officials said the improve­ 
ments will include fire-crash 
rescue equipment, navigational 
aids, television monitoring sys­ 
tems. security fencing, runway 
lighting, and others. The im­ 
provements are being financed 
with federal revenue sharing 
funds. 
In other business, at its bi­ 
monthly meeting, the board ap­ 
proved requests totaling more 
than $3.7 million for construe* 
tion of the new police training 
academy in London. Ohio. 
It authorized the expenditure 
of $8 6 million for sewage treat­ 
ment facilities in Circleville at 
the request of the Ohio Water 
Development Authority. A total 
of $63,950 was released for a 
survey of fire alarm systems at 
16 institutions operated bf the 
Department of Mental Health 
ana Mental Retardation 
The board also released $12,- 
700 for the construction of “bar­ 
rier free” wheel chair ramps at 
the Statehouse andf in the Ohio 
Departments Building on Front 
St. in downtown Columbus. 
That amount is part of $134,695 
the legislature budgeted for 
similar improvements in vari­ 
ous state buildings. 
Two requests totaling more 
than $1.2 million were approved 
for the Department of Natural 
liosourccs 
These included $343.400 for 
the purchase of nearly 300 acres 
in Lucas County from 
the 
Toledo Trust Co. for the Mau­ 
mee Bay State Park, and 591 
acres from the same firm and 
other owners for $849,000 for the 
same park

Over Control of Aramco 


NEW YORK (AP) - Saudi 
Arabia plans to take over m a­ 
jority ownership of Arabian 
American Oil Co., the world's 
largest oil producer with an es­ 
timated 8.5 million barrels a 
day. 
Aramco’s announcement on 
the takeover Monday said the 
Saudis will increase their own­ 
ership of the company from 25 
to 60 per cent. No financial de­ 
tails were disclosed, 
The move confirmed ex­ 
pectations that Saudi Arabia, 
which has the world’s largest 
know n oil reserves, would seek 
greater control. Some industry 
experts had suggested the 
Saudis might demand 100 per 
cent control 
Aramco was founded in 1933 
by the Standard Oil Co of Cali­ 
fornia. In later years, its own­ 
ership was expanded to include 
Texaco. Inc., Exxon Corp. and 
Mobil 
Saudi Arabia took a 25 per 
cent share two years ago. This 
was scheduled to increase 
gradually to 51 per cent by 1983. 
An Aramco spokesman said 
the four US.owners would meet 
in July with Saudi Arabian 
representatives to work details. 
He said the oil companies 
would have a contractual a r­ 
rangement to buy most of the 
oil produced from the govern 
ment’s share of the company's 
operations.

Exploding Bottles 


One of the less obvious safety problems con 
fronting us today is the common glass beverage 
bottle These household items last year were 
associated with some 111,000 emergency room 
cases across the nation 
The problem seems to arise fi*»m defects in 
m aterials, design or m anufacture. A weakened 
bottle can explode or shatter when the unwitting 
consumer tries to open it Another hazard is from 
ingestion of invisible slivers of glass from a 
chipped or broken bottle. 
Bottlers and m anufacturers, goaded perhaps 
by mounting lawsuits, have begun to attack the 
problem The Glass Container M anufacturers’ 
Institute predicts growing use of autom atic 
production line equipment to weed out defective- 
Dottles at the bottling plant. 
For its part, the federal government has 
proposed voluntary guidelines not very different 
from the Institute's position. But consum er 
groups, joined improbably by one m ajor bottler, 
have urged stronger regulations. 
The bottler. Adolph Coors Co. of Golden. Colo., 
feels that what is good enough for soft drink 
bottlers is inadequate for brewers, like itself. 


Coors said it spent $697,000 last year inspecting 
the bottles it filled and shipped 
Coors caution, lor all the expense, seems to he 
paying off. Last year the firm received no injury 
claims at all

h earings was 
Lynn Jo rd an , 
president of the Virginia Citizens Consumer 
Council “While serious accidents seem to be 
rare com pared to the number of units sold," she 
said, “one person blinded from an exploding 
bottle is one too m any." 


Ms. Jordan’s admonition will become in­ 
creasingly relevant as the nation uses more 
recyclable glass bottles in preference to ex­ 
pensive aluminum and plastic. To insure the 
safety of the glass containers, we will need a two­ 
pronged effort: increased, careful inspections, 
coupled w ith bottle design that lends itself better 
to safety and reliability. Both responsibilities lie 
with the glass container industry; it should take 
steps in insure consumer safety so that the 
government will not have to introduce m an­ 
datory guidelines.

Technology capable of helping the nation with 
its energy and solid w aste disposal problems is of 
little value until somebody puts it to use. 
Practical application of available technology 
is the nam e of the gam e just announced by the 
Goodyear T ire & Rubber Co. of Akron and the Oil 
Shale Corp. 
• The knowledge that old tires could be recycled 
has been around for some tim e, but no one 
launched a project that would put that knowl­ 
edge to work. Now that the country is more 
energy conscious and facing a shortage of many 
jraw m aterials, interest is high in recycling the 
200 million tires which are discarded every year. 
1 
No wonder the two companies are excited over 
1 Ihe possibilities presented by the process that 
breaks down old tires into usable oil, carbon 
black and steel. 
Company executives are talking about a plant 


with the capability of recovering enough raw 
m aterials and energy every year to produce two 
million new tires. 
Getting such a facility into operation obviously 
would be valuable in the effort to save energy, 
reduce use of raw m aterials and cut the volume 
of solid waste that must be disposed of every 
year. 
The project has just entered its initial phase 
which is a cost feasibility study, but that 
shouldn’t take too long and officials are confident 
the evaluation will lead to a com m ercial process. 


The sooner the better. 
Goodyear is to be congratulated for develop­ 
m ent of this significant program which, in addi­ 
tion to its practical benefits, dem onstrates cor­ 
porate concern with m ajor national problems of 
the day. 
'No' to Larger Trucks 


Many unforeseen problems have arisen from 
the energy shortage. One of these problems is 
cloaked in logical-sounding proposals to increase 
weight and size of trucks — ostensibly to con­ 
serve fuel by hauling more goods per trip. 
However, competent transportation and high­ 
way authorities warn that the nation’s highways 
and bridges were never designed for loads

If highways and bridges must be built to 
support larger trucks, user charges should be 
applied in a literal sense of the term —in other 
words, user charges must be related directly to 
use and must require heavier vehicles to fully 
bear their share of higher road construction and 
m aintenance casts that accrue from turning 
highways into freightways. Oversized trucks 
could prove to be a costly fuel economy m easure.

They disclosed that sometime 
in the next five or ten years the 
system will be paying out more 
in benefits to retirees than it is 
collecting from those still in the 
work force. The main reason is 
that the U.S. birth rate is falling 
sharply, and thus there will be 
less people than anticipated 
entering the work force and 
making Social Security con­ 
tributions.

Security taxes. Congress will 
never cut oldsters retirem ents 
checks, so this m eans that 
sometime before the end of this 
decade the present 5.85 per cent 
Social Security tax rate will bo 
hiked.

produced in this country are so 
great that no one knows for 
certain whether an explosive 
mass has or has not already 
been stolen. 
Once fissionable m aterial is 
in illegal hands, 
making a 
nuclear weapon is no problem. 
The precise techniques of 
bombmaking have been widely 
published. 
Inform ation g athered on 
com puter and w hite collar 
industrial crim e in the past six 
months indicates the number of 
highly-educated, 
technicallv- 
tompetent men and women who 
are not adverse to theft of 
money to "beat the system ” is 
increasing. 
Of course, it will not be 
enough to deal with theft in just 
the U. S. The scheduled growth 
of n u clear power re a c to rs 
m eans larg e quan tities of 
fissionable m aterials will be at 
hand in scattered plants, and 
stations worldwide. 
TODAY IT IS impossible to 
keep 
track 
of 
fissionable 
m aterial with accuracy greater 


than one per cent. Even with 
improved methods, loopholes of 
a tenth of one per cent can be 
expected. 
T hese 
p ercen tag es 
seem 
small. 
But 
the am ounts of 
fissionable 
m aterial 
already 
handled is so great that an 
insider with the sam e ingenuity 
of a com puter crook could 
sequester sufficient m aterial 
for one or sev eral bom bs 
through that tenth of one per 
cent loophole. 
For large plants, the best that 
can be done in checking on 
fissionable m a te ria ls is to 
produce a monthly balance or 
accounting. When this a c ­ 
counting suggests m aterial has 
been lost or stolen, it is nor­ 
mally necessary to recheck the 
whole inventory process for 
error and

by step to generate better 
statistics 
before

disappeared. This rechecking 
takes several weeks more. 
IF 
THE

man with stolen ingredients to

WASHINGTON (AP» - 
For 
the first time, people who lost a 
car or a roof in a natural dis­ 
aster may apply to the federal 
government for a grant of m on­ 
ey they won’t have to repay. 
The weekend tornadoes and 
floods in the Midwest will pro­ 
vide a test of the Federal Dis­ 
aster Relief Act of 1974. which 
went into effect last month. 
Under it. a traveling sales-, 
men could ask for up to $5.000 to 
replace his c a r and get him 
back on the road, or a family 
might seek a $2,500 minigrant 
to patch its roofs. 
The $2.500 grants a re avail­ 
able to individuals who need 
funds quickly for home repairs. 
Some m inigrants would be 
available 
within

weeks 
after an application is sub­ 
mitted. but three to four weeks 
would be needed in most cases, 
a spokesman said

grants 
generally 
are 
available only after a storm 
victim has applied for loan, but 
can be aw arded in addition to 
the loan, she added.

This new program is one of a 
num ber of assistance program s 
available to individuals ranging 
up to $50.000 in Small Business 
Administration loans for m ajor 
construction, she said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
The Ohio Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency will be watching 
the operations closely if New 
York City contracts to dump its 
garbage in an abandoned Har­ 
rison County strip mine, an 
EPA official says. 
New York City reportedly is 
close to approving a contract 
with Control Systerps. Inc., of 
Cincinnati for annual disposal 
of 624,000 tons of compacted 
wastes in the 400-acre site near 
Cadiz. 
The garbage would be hauled 
by rail to the site at a rate of 
between 2,000 and 2,500 tons a 
day and used as reclamation 
landfill. 
Charles Scott, Control Sys­ 
tems vice president, said he ex­ 
pects the firm to get the con­ 
tract. He said it will be at least 
two years after the contract is 
signed before the operation be­ 
gins “ because of the lead time 
in getting the bailing equip­ 
ment.” 
1 
Donald Day, assistant chief 
of the EPA ’s Division of Waste 
Management, said the Harrison 
County site was approved as a 
landfill in 1969. He said an 
amended plan providing for 
disposal of compacted waste at 
the site was approved by the 
EPA “about a year and a half 
ago.” 
Day said the compaction sys­ 
tem reduces 2,700 pounds of 
household wastes into an odor­ 
less block three feet by three 
I feet by four feet, and hard 
enough to be transported and 
used as landfill. 
"It^ awfully hard for people 
to tallc about things they don’t 
know about, but when you look 
at the ravaged strip mine areas 
of Ohio that need reclamation, 
I there should be no reason for 
concern,” Scott said.> 
“ It’s land reclamation, that’s 
what it is, and you’ll be able to 
harvest this ground,” he said. 
The Environmental Action 
I Coalition, Inc., of New York 
I last week criticized the rail 
I hauling of New York garbage to 
I Ohio because it felt burying th,e 
I wastes is a poor example of 
I resource recovery. 
Karen Dumont,'director of 
the coalition, said that while 
strip mines are a blight on the 
I landscape, “using them as gar­ 
bage disposal sites is not a fea- 
I sible solution..

Espionage Discounted 
Research Gives Russia Lead 
In Nuclear Race, Teller Says 


W ASH IN G TO N - Soviet re­ 
search and 
not spying 
has 
boosted Russia ahead of the 
United States in the nuclear 
arms race, the man commonly 
regarded as the father of the 
hydrogen bomb has told a Sen­ 
ate Committee. 
Dr. Edw ard Teller used this 
testimony Monday to argue for 
an end to most secrecy sur­ 
rounding nuclear technology. 
He said secrecy impedes the 
work of American scientists 


and fails to halt Russian nucle­ 
ar progress. 
The Soviets, Teller told the 
Senate Government Operations 
Committee, "are moving ahead 
at a rapid rate while we are 
practically standing still.

THE LARGEST inland docking facility in the United States 
is being built at the Bruce Mansfield electric power plant at 
Shippingport, Pa., on the Ohio River not far from East Liver­ 
pool. Edison’s subsidiary Pennsylvania Power Co. is building 
the station, which is scheduled for initial operation next year. 
Downstream from this barge coal unloader, which will scoop 
coal from river barges at a rate of about 3,000 tons per hour, 
will be an unloader for lime required by the plant’s flue gas wet 
scrubbing system, and an unloader for a patented chemical to 
solidify the sludge produced by the clean air system. Also 
downstream will be a fuel oil unloading station. 
The plant will use fuel oil for startup and flame stabilization 
— ana about 1,200 gallons per hour per boiler to reheat the 
washed flue gasses to help boost them up the chimney. 
Ohio Bell Maintenance

The Ohio Bell Telephone Co. 
has made Salem its headquar­ 
ters for installation and main­ 
tenance of telephone service in 
Columbiana County.

Ohio Getting Less 
Gas This Month 
WASHINGTON <AP> — Ohio 
Is one of six states getting less 
gasoline in June than in May, 
on the basis of average daily 
supplies, the Federal Energy 
Office said Monday. 
The FEO said it allocated 
Ohio 14.17 million gallons of 
gasoline per day this month, a 
decline of 7.6 per cent from 
May. The allocation amounts to 
94.9 per cent of supplies ;n June. 
1972. 
The other states with smaller 
average daily supplies are Ha­ 
waii. Indiana. Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and New York. 
For Ohio, the daily supply for 
June puts it just above the na­ 
tional average of 94.8 per cent 
of 1972 levels. The nationwide 
gasoline supply for June is 4.3 
per cent higher than for May. 
All but three other states, 
which just about broke even, 
were assigned increased per 
day supplies in June, and five of 
them have supplies higher than 
1972 levels.

1 
am 49 and going through the 
menopause beautifully.

R eader 
— Adrenal 
insufficiency occurs when the 
outer shell of the adrenal gland 
tails to produce enough hor­ 
mones. This outer shell is called 
the adrenal cortex. Its normal 
function depends on stimulation 
by 
a 
horm one 
from 
the 
pituitary gland that rests un­ 
derneath 
the 
brain. 
That 
hormone 
is 
the 
dreno- 
eortiotropic 
hormone, 
a b ­ 
breviated 
ACTH. 
The 
term 
ACTH then means a hormone 
that stimulates the adrenal 
cortex. 
There are two ways that you 
can have adrenal insufficiency. 
One would be simple failure of 
the drenal cortex itself because 
of some disease or disorder 
within the gland. The other 
cause would be a failure of the 
pituitarv gland to form enough 
ACTH 
In your case apparently the 
doctor felt that your problem 
was inadequate stimulation of 
the drenal gland and so he gave 
you 
ACTH. 
This 
in 
turn 
stimulated the adrenal cortex 
to 
produce 
more 
adrenal 
horm ones 
and 
cause 
the 
changes in symptoms that you 
have noted. 
If the fault lies in the adrenal 
gland itself, it’s necessary to 
give ad re n a l cortical h o r­ 
mones. rather than ACTH, to 
replace the deficiency. 
Patients 
with adrenal 
in­ 
sufficiency 
usually 
have 
weakness, fatigue, weight loss, 
tendency to faint (which you’ve 
described), anemia, problems 
with their digestive tract and 
som etim es 
em otional 
and 
m ental changes. When the 
adrenal gland 
itself 
is 
the 
cause, there is som etim es 
bronzing of the skin. This does 
not occur when the pituitary 
gland is the cause. 
In more recent years it has 
been more generally accepted 
that mild forms of adrenal 
insufficiency can occur. In mild 
forms, you can have periods 
when the adrenal gland is not 
meeting the needs. Periods of 
stress, 
such as 
a 
surgical 
operation as you mentioned, 
may 
also 
place

demand on the adrenal gland

The important point is that 
almost all cases of adrenal 
insufficiency can be handled 
and treated to provide a nor­ 
mal. healthy life expectancy.

Revocation of 9 
School Charters 
Upheld by Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
US.Supreme Court Monday let 
stand an appellate court ruling 
upholding the Ohio State Board 
of Education’s revocation of the 
charters of two school districts. 
The board had revoked the 
charters 
of 
the 
Bloomfield- 
Mespo and Farmington local 
school 
districts, 
both 
in* 
Trumbull County, for failure to 
comply with state regulations. 
The 
revocations 
were or­ 
dered June 14.1971, on the basis 
of 
recom m endations 
of 
a 
referee 
who 
conducted 
hearings 
under 
the 
Ohio 
Administrative Procedure Act. 
The board’s action was over-' 
ruled by the Trumbull County 
Common 
Pleas 
Court, 
on 
grounds it failed to provide al­ 
ternative methods to assure the 
education of young people in the 
two districts. 
But the Court of Appeals re­ 
versed the lower court, and the 
Ohio Supreme Court rejected 
the school districts’ appeal 
The school districts con­ 
tended in their petition to the 
US. Supreme Court that the 
constitutional g u arantee of 
equal protection of the laws was 
“ violated by the a rb itra ry 
promulgation of standards met 
by very few schools in the 
state.’’ 
i 
More Arguments 
Heard Against 
Rail Service Cut 
AKRON. Ohio 
(A P)-L ake 
County Commissioner Michael 
D. Coffey told an Interstate 
C o m m e r c e 
C o m m i s s i o n 
hearing here the Railway 
Reorganization Act was put 
through 
without 
enough 
thoughtful study of local con­ 
ditions. 
Coffey, who is policy board 
president of the seven-county 
N ortheast 
Ohio 
Areawide 
C o o r d i n a t i n g 
A g e n c y 
(NOACA). was among several 
witnesses who opposed 
rail 
cutbacks in testimoney Mon­ 
day. 
Coffey told the ICC hearing 
industries and entire towns 
would be left without rail serv­ 
ice by the proposed cutbacks 
under the reorganization act 
Ja m es A Alkire, study direc­ 
tor from the Akron Metropoli­ 
tan Transportation Study, said 
the federal proposal “was rush 
ed by Congress and 
would 
create m ajor social and eco­ 
nomic problems all over the 
country. 
“The government should 
step back to re-evaluate the 
problem with 
local 
tra n s ­ 
portation surveys,” he said. 
Roy Ray, Akron public utili­ 
ties director, also 
protested 
abandonm ent of trackage of the 
Baltim ore & Ohio and Akron. 
Canton & Youngstown railroads 
because “ the projxisal does not 
demonstrate a d e q u a te p la n ­ 
ning." 
The hearings continue today 
and Wednesday.
